There era the two t iewa. which era entertained by 
different clsaaeaof people, ami which lea.) in praetiee 
to *ery duTerent rcaiiltt | for, tboojth th^ advouten of 
punieben«at er of ref'rrnaiion do not limit themaclccs 
withm the narrow bnflnna of their theory - though he 
who efllrina that the tingle object of punishment la 
the preventlaii of cebnc, through ita aeiton 
en the feori, does not repudiate any 
attempt to reform indlrldual offetideee, and 
he who lava the greatest atreee erp.in the rtrormatory 
ifstem flaee not tgtinre the tctiesn cif punishment upon 
the maai —yet there is a distinct and merited iliff^eence 
in the mode in which the rnTender il treated under the 
two sreietne. and to thia it I* Dtceaiuy ihsi attention 
should be p .id . 

When puntahment is intended to act opnn the fears, 
it operatee by making the consequences of crime eo 
diatse'rrul to the offender as to induce hpn to keep a 
striolcr witch ov.t his conduet for tiio fu'.itre. It 
Dperat^e, too, upon thcac who belong to t k e " CTlme 
olaas," by plscjcn Ihe punishment of an iudieidnul 
ouentler uef.'TL 1 tbeen m* a warnine;, and they are told 
that, should the* uAVeid in a similar manner, the same 
amount of punishment will be meted out to them, 

Under the reformatory ayatem. however, a 
different course is followed i The liw il aa'umed 
to baTe marked It* sense of tb* conduct 
of the offender by pealing a certain aentence 
upon him.

nary tenia which bet plaoed him there, ft it folly cr 
obstinacy, and I do met tee that these sre adequate ret- 
sons for rojuAIatainf him at the expense of the com- 
munity. It Is a enrnmoa ripmslon^" Oh ! it la a I 
man's rriisfhrtune, not his fault ;" hut, with eevpeet to ' 
those maltrta which place a man within ihe walla of a I 
evl, the Sirring U aliogethtr herrrrect ; at all events, 
in nine hundred and ninety-nine caar i cut of t> thou- 
sand il ia the fauli of the man that hie brought in is, 
fortune uoon him.

We hope that onr establishments will not be so 
supplied with " cheap labour." We fear that 
there ii no man who is getting a Heine;, how- 
ever hud he may work for it, who might not be 
put ont of employrnent by iiaeh competition. 
Where merchandise is concerned, it la quite 
proper to take the loweit tender, but when 
what ate buy is the mind and muscle of a moral 
being, we mull adopt a rery different mode of 
aatimslion. It then becomes ail em- 
ployers to consider for what they csn he 
served hono'tly— what ie sufficient to supply 
the ressomhle waste or their •errant. They 
bnve no right to torment him with tho daily 
dread of being inpplanted unleie ha will hid 
against every one who may, by wretchedness 
more intaase, be induced to bid agiinst him, 
Neither public not private employers hare any 
right to eipect thst people will be perfectly 
honest if they are subjected to a daily martyr- 
dam. 

Mr, Robkut Ctwrektl always professee 
the strongest sympathy for working men, hut 
they have good reaeon to complain ; either from 
forgetfulneas or mistake he suggests a competi- 
tion which will not he regulated by the va! ua of 
money io the purchase of the necessaries of 
life, but tha preisute of poverty upon the un- 
employed. We ere glad that only the 0*111-- 
n»t.rji and a RnsDert were in fnvoM of such a 
grinding scheme. 

Let us however not be misunderstood. We 
do not believe the Ca.Krsi lls looked at the 
question In any such light. We have not the 
slightest idea that either would sanction aa tct 
of oppression clearly present to their appre- 
hension. It is the foolish custom of opposing 
everything, and running into all aorta of witd 
theories, which reduced them to a vote that 
certainly would not tell well on the hut tinge. 
Had Mr. Robeet besn Finance Minister, as, 
perhaps, he soon will be, he would have 
withered with the Are of hit scorn any man 

who dared to oppose what he pronounced 

being in opposition — scandalous extravagance. 

We hope in dealing with the Estimates, 
neither tha Government nor the Opposition will 
attempt to got cheap labour. It is desirable 
that people in the employ of the oolony should 
value their litnstione— that they shouM be some- 
what better off than persons in the same occupa- 
tions elsewhere. Honset of real respectability 
would never dream of miking bargains in the 
hire of the people they hive to trust. 
Buch small economy they leave to 
shirt makers, slop contractors, and all 
the small tyrants, who take advantage of 
tee poverty, destilulion, and helplessness of 
those to whom mitfortuBa hu assigned a lot of 
hunger end tears. We hope always (o see the 
people about our establishment! tha very best of 
their clue, confident in the justice of Govern- 
ment, and the protection of public opinion.

The fact is thit, on the strength of th, hind- 
soma Australian subsidy, the Company I

hive so long ruled supreme. The conduct of 
the great Steam Navigation Companies U a little 
contradictory, At one time we find them 
loudly asserting that without adequate subsidies 
it ii impossible tn carry on any mail service at 
a profit. They will not pat on the smallest 
branch line without a corresponding allowance). 
Yet, it another lime, we see them entering into 
expensive undertikings, not only without sub- 
sidy, but even in competition with ut established 
Company which it backed up by a subsidy. 
Whether it will be a profitable un- 
dertaking or not to try and run 
tha P. and O. Company off their own ground it 
a matter exclneirely for the shareholders of the 
two Companies to consider. Experience ha* Dot 
hitherto justified, such movement*. Powerful 
competitor* have generally found it mora easy 
to rate themtelve* than to conquet their tivals, 
and after a mutually exhaustive struggle have 
ead od the con diet in a compromise, with much 
loss and little gain to either patty. Th, Canard 
Company, with which it it said the European 
and Australian Mail Company either is or is 
about to be amalgamated, is a powerful corpora- 
tion, and will be a formidable lira). Ba 
th, T. and O. Company aro In possession of 
tha field, and hare tha advantage of established 
connexion* and valuable local experience, Tbe 
eombaUnU, at any rate, will be well matched, 
and, if they like to enter Into a struggle with 
each other, the Australian, can afford'to look cm. 
no concerned -~tl ways providing that their own 
interests, for which they pay, are in no degree 
imperilled. But that is tba point. 

After the interruption of the overland serviesj, 
the P. and O. Company offered to renew it, end 
make it monthly between Ceylon and Sydney, 
Tor £84,000 a year. This was while war 
prices were still ruling. The Govemmeat 
refuted the oifer, as bsing 
though the company offered to exhibit the "i 
mates on which the subsidy was calculated. 
About tha same time the Royal West India 
Mail Company offered to ran a monthly mail 
from Penami to Sydney for about the same sura. 
This alio wee declined. The real intoieat. at 
the Australian colonies would hive been best 
consulted hid both these off.ri bsen accepted. 
Ws should than have had a fortnightly mail by 
two routes for the sim* cost is we now hive 
only a monthly mail by ont rc me. They were) 
rejected, however. The Australian colonies, 
despairing of making any arrtngemenbj on their 
own account, placed the matter in the hands 
of the Britiah Government, and promised 
to be bound by whatever contract* were made, 
and, having been thin pledged, cannot with- 
draw. The British Govern ment entered Into th* 
esisting contract in punnaBce of the commis- 
sion entrusted to it. Great .trass was laid at 
the time on the importance of making the 
Australian service independent of the Indian. 
Complaints had been made by homeward bound 
piiiengers of the detentions and want of sc- 
oommtjdation they had endured in consequence 
of the prior right* of Indian travellers. It was 
renolved that thit causa of complaint should be 
done away with. Whether it waa 
altogether right to make such an 
arrangement, seeing that th* convenience 
exclusively effsctei a few rich traveller, going 
home, while the money that purchased thit 
convenience had to be provided by the miscella- 
neous body of taxpayers, is a question w* will 
not touch upon now.
